The railroad property lies in 
some 40 counties and therefore 
affects various governmental sub- 
divisions within this area. The 
subdivisions affected would re-

Atty. Gen, Cook first assessed 
the railroads for taxes while State 
Revenue Commissioner. 

Thompson, his successor, is at-

‘Big 4 Reaches 


Truce on Three 
Trieste Points 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27—(UP)— 
The Big Four Foreign Ministers 
after weeks of deadlock reached 
agreement Wednesday night on 
three important points of dispute 
regarding the future of Trieste 
and prepared the way for early 
conclusion of five Axis satellite 
peace treaties. 


In one of their most fruitful 
meetings the Big Four agreed: 

1. To limit the number of 
Allied occupation troops in Trieste 
pending their final withdrawal. 

2. On plans for setting up a pro- 
visional Trieste government until 
the permanent statute for the pro- 
posed international zone goes into 
effect. 

3. That elections for a perma- 
nent Trieste regime will be held 
Within four months after the gov- 
ernor of the zone takes office. 

In addition, Russian Foreign 
Minister Molotov proposed a com- 
promise on the question of Danube 
River navigation that the Big Four 
hope will lead toward early agree- 
ment on the Balkan treaties. 

Molotov agreed also @ accept a 
most-favored-nation trade clause 
in all the treaties after the United 
States, Great Britain and France 
accepted a Russian reservation re- 
garding civil aviation. 

Now the sole remaining points 
at issue regarding Trieste are 
those concerning the proposed free 
port and economic relations be- 
tween Trieste and its neighbors. 
Deputies of the foreign ministers 
are now working out a compro- 
mise on those questions and the 
prospect for early agreement 
seemed good,

“Possibly the woman whose interests are too 
exclusively of the feminine pattern, who has not 
enough admixture of masculine interests to per- 
mit real companionship, may be as poor a risk 
in marriage as the one who competes with her 
husband for the masculine role.

Disputed Land 


Flaunting pressure grought to 
bear by the East Point City Coun- 
cil last week, the Hapeville City 
Council, in a specially-called ses- 
sion last night voted to instruct 
its city attorney to prepare a bill, 
for introduction at the next ses- 
sion of the Georgia Legislature in 
January, calling for’ the annexa- 
tion of an 80-acre plot of disputed 
property. 

The property, whose annexation 
has been sought by both councils, 


will include the proposed Libby- 
Owens-Ford glass plant, and runs 
from the juncture of the present 
Hapeville city limits and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railroad, north to 
Cleveland Avenue (the present 
East Point city limits), and thence 
east to Sylvan Road. 

East Point previously had stat- 
ed that if Hapeville would relin- 
quish its claim to this property, 
they would co-operate in the ex- 
tension of a proposed water main, 
which at present is scheduled to 
run through East Point on its way 
to Hapeville. Should Hapeville re- 
fuse to relinquish its claim East 
Point stated it would not co-op- 
erate in this matter, although they 
would undertake to furnish Hape- 
ville with water from their own 
supply. 

The Hapeville Council, however, 
felt that the East Point water sup- 
ply would not be adequate for 
their needs, and also felt that if 
necessary Atlanta could re-route 
the proposed line, running around 
East Point.

The restraining order originally 
was dated to expire at 3 p. m. 
EST Wednesday. Meanwhile, ar- 
guments were to be heard on the 
question of issuing a more perma- 
nent injunction, but the contempt 
proceedings sidetracked these. 


Just 20 minutes before 3 p. m. 
Wednesday, Asst. Atty..Gen. John 
F. Sonnett jumped up and asked 
the restrainer be extended for 10 
days. Judge Goldsborough prompt- 
ly granted the request. 

Selection of a jury—which 
Goldsborough disclosed may have 
full conviction-or-acquittal powers 
rather than be simply advisory— 
was delayed while counsel argued 
a defense motion to dismiss the 
contempt citation. 


Led by Padway, Lewis’ battery 
of counsel contended that the case 
should be dismissed under the 
LaGuardia Act which forbids in- 
junctive processes in labor dis- 
putes. 

But Goldsborough remarked he 
didn’t think it made any differ- 
ence, so far as the contempt case 
is involved, whether this act ap- 
plies to the soft coal case or not. 

“Tf the defendants disregarded 
the restraining order, then they 
are guilty of contempt of court 
whether the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
applies or does not apply,” the 
Judge said. “That, in this Couart’s 
opinion, is the law.” 

If everybody were free to dis- 
obey restraining orders, he said, 
“we would have anarchy.” 

Goldsborough at one point told 
Padway that “the court doesn’t 
agree with you at all” as to Pad- 
way’s version of‘immunity from 
contempt charges under the Nor- 
ris-LaGuardia Act. 

At another point, he told the 
AFL lawyer that “your attitude” 
of doing nothing about the origi- 
nal restraining order “was a very 
great mistake on your part.” 


Goldsborough said “this distress- 
ing situation” might have been 
avoided by obedience to the order, 
plus a get-together on whether 
Lewis was right in his contention 
that his agreement with the Gov- 
ernment did provide for reopen- 
ing to make changes in wages, 
hours and working conditions.

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“Calling it a labor dispute 
doesn’t make it one,” rejoined the 
Judge. 

The court hearing was pure 
legalistic jousting for the most 
part, but there was one flurry of 
laughter. 

This came-when Padway told 
Goldsborough that if the Judge 
holds Lewis guilty of contempt 
then he ought to hold his lawyers 
likewise because it was their ad- 
vice Lewis was following. 


Goldsborough told a story, the 
punch line of which was that “the 
cemetery is full of people who 
took the doctors’ advice.” 

Padway said that if the injunc- 
tion against Lewis sticks, the 
courts will be throwing the coun- 
try back decades in labor-protect- 
ing legislation. 

That is the reason, he said, “we 
are so apprehensive.” 

Padway recalled a court injunc- 
tion in the 1922 railway shop- 
men’s strike. “This was the pat- 
tern for the issuance of 350 other 
injunctions, and every one of them 
ex parte (for one side only),” he 
said. 

As a result of what he called 
public and congressional wrath 
over misuse of injunctions against 
strikes, Padway said the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act was finally passed 
in 1932. 

The Government contends the 
Act was never intended to apply 
except in disputes between pri- 
vate employers and workers and 
that the Government as a sov- 
ereign could not be involved un- 
der it. In getting the restraining 
order against Lewis, the Justice 
Department cited speeches in Con- 
gress by the Act’s sponsors. 

Padway said that when these 
sponsors were talking about non- 
applicability to the Government, 
they were talking about Govern- 
mental activities. He and fellow 
defense lawyers said operation of 
coal mines is not a sovereign func- 


ition and that the Government does 


not regard the miners as Govern- 
ment employes. 


By the same token, they con- 
tended the Smith-Connally Labor 
Disputes Act, which bars the in- 
stigation of strikes against the 
Government, does not apply to the 
miners’ case. 

Atty. Hopkins also argued the 
Government did not comply. with 
terms of its contract and that it 
therefore was responsible for the 
work stoppage. 

While Lewis was having his day 
in Court, a Virginia process server 
nailed on the front door of his 
Alexandria Home a summons to 
appear on other UMW matters 
before a State body. 

The summons directs Lewis to 
appear before the State Corpora- 
tion Commission to show why the 
UMW should not be enjoined from 
soliciting membership, a a viola- 
tion of the State Securities Law.

PROTECTION FOR ILLEGITIMATES 


Social Workers Urge State Solons 
To Approve Use of ‘Birth Cards 


WASHINGTON — (INS) —So- 
cial workers urged state legislators 
Monday to approve general use of 
a-“birth card” to protect the 100.- 
000 -illegitimate children born in 
the United States annually. 

The U.S. Children’s Bureau said 
that many legislatures.will meet in 
January and that if it was called 
to their attention, they probably 
would adopt the “birth card,” now 
legalized in eight states 

The card, of wallet-size, is pro- 
Guced when proof of age or citi- 
yenship is required in California, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Nevada, Ohio, 
Oregon, Tennessee, Washington, 
end the City of New Orleans. 

The Childrén’s Bureau explain- 

increasing use is being 

fa birth record.

British Yuletide To Be Brighter, 


But Still Lean by U. S. Standards

LONDON, Nov. 27—(INS)—The people of 
Great Britain will experience their best Cnhrist- 
mas in seven years, but it still shapes up very 
lean by American standards. 

The shops, four weeks before Christmas, are 
pretty well stocked, and there is more variety than 
since before the war, but there are many shortages. 

British shoes are being manufactured mosily 
for export and there are not many available for 
women. Such things as fancy slippers are reck- 
oned as part of the shoe ration and take precious 
coupons. 

Men’s clothing is as scarce as during the war 
and apparently little effort has been made to cater 
to the male for Christmas. The accent is on 
women's and children’s things. 

Cosmetics are plentiful and are selling fast. 
Children’s toys are surprisingly abundant, but chil- 
dren's books are at a premium. 

Happily there is a good supply of traditional 
Christmas items. Christmas tree candles are avail- 
able in a variety of colors and there is colored 


paper for gift Timing gold and silver cardboard 
balls for tree detoration and lots of artificial holly 
and mistletoe. 

There is French perfume for the first time in 
years and the famous French washable doeskin 
gloves, although the gloves are more expensive 
than in America. ' 

Chiffon hankies, a feminine item that have 
been off British shelves since before the war, are 
a favorite gift item. Although luxury items are 
dear to the British heart after drab wartime days, 
the practical also is emphasized. 

Many stores have featured kitchen gadgets and 
cooking utensils, especially as gifts for young peo- 
ple just setting up housekeeping. 

Probably of prime interest to children is an 
item back for the first time since before the war. 
Teddy bears are plentiful and range in price from 
about $4 to $35. 

One toy that is a direct result of the war is 
a model jeep, Even at $50 apiece, they are sell- 
ing well. )

Dr. Pruitt, 89, 
Dies; Baptist 
Missionary 


Dr. Cicero Washington Pruitt, 
89, of 635 North Highland Ave., 
N. E., dean of American Baptist 
foreign missionaries, died yester- 
'day in Georgia Baptist Hospital 
after a long illness. His death 
came two days after that of an- 
other outstanding Baptist mis- 
sionary, Dr. B. D. Gray, his close 
friend. 

Dr. Pruitt, who was ordained to 
the ministry when he was only 14, 
began his evangelistic work by 
preaching to the Georgia Indians. 

Born in Dawson County, the 
son of John Wesley Pruitt and 
Hannah Rodgers Pruitt, he was 
one of 15 children. He received 


| his elementary education there and 
|later attended the Southern Bap- 


tist Seminary in Louisville, Ky. - 

After his graduation from the 
school, Dr. Pruitt was asked to go 
to China in 1881. He was assigned 
to work in the Tengchow sector 
and while there married a Presby- 
terian missionary, Miss Ida Tiff- 
any. In 1884 Dr. Pruitt’s bride 
died and was buried in China. 

In 1888 he married another 
Presbyterian missionary, Miss 
Anna Seward, of Ohio. 

Dr. Pruitt began in 1889 to or- 
ganize churches in China and set 
up the first Baptist churches in 
the Pingtu and the Hwanghsien 
sectors. He was also active in get- 
ting the Missionary Board: to ap- 
propriate funds. for schools in 
China and Mrs. Pruitt was later 
installed as head of one of these. 

Turning back to evangelism in 
1904, he began a successful drive 
to secure a theological seminary 
to train native evangelists. For 
the school he translated Ameri- 
can books and parts of the Bible 
into Chinese. 

In 1936 Dr. Pruitt retired from 


' China and came to Atlanta to live. |

DUMPLINGS IN APPLE SYRUP 


Submitted by Miss Gert Crawford, 
Toccoa, Ga. 
1 1-2 cups light corn syrup 
1 cup water 
2 tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine 
3 medium apples sliced 
1-3-inch stick cinnamon 
1 cup sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1-4 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons sugar 
1-4 teaspoon nutmeg 
1-3 cup milk 
1 egg slightly beaten 


Place syrup, water, butter, ap- 
ples and cinnamon in saucepan 
and bring to a boil. Sift together 
flour, baking powder, salt, sugar 
and nutmeg. Add milk and egg. 
Drop by small spoonfuls into 
boiling syrup. Cover tightly and 
cook over moderate heat 20 min- 
utes.

The U. S., these authors warn 
bluntly in a book more exciting, 
vivid and easier to read than most 
postmortems on the late war, has 
clumsily worked itself around 
onto the side of reaction in Asia 
and jockeyed itself quite unneces- 
sarily into the risky role of rival 
to Red Russia. 

In these pages you read a dismal 
catalogue of blunders by the Gen- 
eralissimo and his Kuomintang, by 
British and Americans and by Rus- 
sians, too, which are so inept and 
stupid that they would be laugh- 
able if only they weren't of 
momentous international signifi- 
cance. 

The benefits of Sun Yat-sen’s 
revolution never sifted down to 
the peasants, probably the only 
people in the world who “eat less, 
live mere bitterly and are clothed 
worse than they were 500 years 
ago.” This retrogression is blamed 
on Chiang and the Kuomintang 
with its leadership “corrupt, its 
secret police merciless, its prom- 
ises lies, and its daily diet the 
blood and tears of the people.” 

Against the Nationalists stand 
the Communists, who so far have 
done infinitely mere than any 
other political group to satisfy the 
simple — asic needs of the Chinese

farmers and villagers. 

Chiang apparently betrayed 
them in 1927 and 1940.

SOURCES ARE VARIED 

Contemplating an author’s mo- 
tive in choosing a given title 
often provides more than interest- 
ing speculation. Many captions 
are familiar quotations from 
known writings, while others are 
often colloquialisms, slang terms 
for locales, or expressions used by 
various tradesmen. 

Investigation reveals little 
known facts not always apparent 
to the casual reader, the reason 
sometimes being fairly apparent 
to the casual reader, the reason 
sometimes being fairly easy to dis- 
cern, others requiring consider- 
able research. A trite phrase is 
used sometimes only to pique the 
reader’s curiosity and is irrele- 
vant to the subject. Authors of 
fiction use this method more than 
the factual writers. 

Occasionally an occurrence in 
the author’s life has a direct 
bearing on the choice of a title, 
as in the case of Gov. Ellis Ar- 

nall. When as a boy in school, 
the teacher assigned the first 
stanza of the National Anthem 
to be committed to -memory, 
young Ellis misunderstanding 
the instructions learned the sec- 
ond stanza, instead. At the time 
he wondered what shores were 
referred to and concluded the 
reference was to Georgia. This 
incident remained in his mem- 
ory and while writing his book 
decided that “The Shore Dimly 
Seen” was much in keeping 
with his theme. 

A book soon to make its ap- 
pearance 6n the market concerns 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s many so- 
journs to Warm Springs. Its title 
will be “Hi Ya, Neighbor,” and 
was the late President’s saluta- 
tion to everyone he met while at 
that institution. 

SOME EXAMPLES

spondent, Eric Sevareid chose 
“Not So Wild a Dream” for his 
work. This is a quotation from “A

Today is Thanksgiving Day. 
It began in 1621 after the first harvest 
of the New England colonists. 


The date of it wandered all over the 
calendar, but finally came to be fixed in 
November, on the last Thursday of the 
month. 

Americans always have had the most 
for which to be thankful, and, except for 
the first few years when the harvests lit- 
erally meant life or death, have been 
pretty casual about it. 

It largely is a day on which to eat a 
big turkey dinner, see .a football game, 
take a nap and go out to an evening show 
or party. 

It would be possible to bring out all the 
cliches suitable for the day, but it seems 
to us Americans might do a little more 
thinking today and some sincere offering 
up of thanks and—as was the old cus- 
tom—some real praying. 

We still have more of everything than 
any_other people. 

We've got more houses, more goods, 
more food, more jobs despite all the cur- 
rent troubles in labor and industry. 

We've got the best standard of living, 
but we fret about Communism here and 
abroad, even though we know Commu- 
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nism .thrives on lack of food and goods 
and jobs. 

We don’t want Europe to be forced into 
Communism, but we don’t want to do the 
job of flooding the markets of the world 
with American goods to prove the supe- 
riority of our own system and way of 
doing business because we might have to 
do without a few things ourselves. 

We live in the only nation which ap- 
proximates a paradise and yet we act as 
if life was hard and full of misery. 

Too many of our labor and industrial 
statesmen act like spoiled, very spoiled, 
children. We have John L. Lewis spe- 
cifically in mind., 

We know the need of production in 
our own country and the world and yet 
we haven’t the sense to negotiate, in a 
give-and-take manner, our disputes. 

God has been good to us, wonderfully 
good to us, perhaps beyond our merits. 

But there is no reason to believe God 
won’t become bored with this nation and 
people. 

So, what’s the matter with some plain 
old giving of thanks and some plain old 
praying? 

It might help. 

Certainly, in the midst of plenty we 
are troubled. 


The Citys New Dog Ordinance 


Dogs are, despite the frequent reading 
of the late Sen. Vest’s tribute to them, 
pretty. wonderful. 


They are faithful and kind and they 
will love a bum as well as a millionaire, 
@ poor child as well as a wealthy one. 
They are noble creatures and we like them. 


But we are inclined to believe Atlanta’s 
City Council was right when it passed an 
ordinance banning all save leashed dogs 
from the streets. 


The ordinance, which goes into effect 
Jan. 1, prohibits dogs from running at 
large within the city limits; it requires 
ail must be kept on leash except when con- 
fined to their owners’ premises. 


A dog likes to go on a lead. It gives 

a sense of pride. He steps along, 
knowing full well he is the center of atten- 
If there is a yard for him, there is 
no problem. The sight of dogs killed by 
motorists isn’t pleasant. They don’t know 
how to care for themselves in a motorized 


° nr 
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The city just isn’t a good place for dogs, 
but small ones manage it fairly well. The 
pérson who tries to have a Great Dane 
or a St. Bernard in town isn’t being fair 
to dogs and ought to be picketed by dog- 
lovers. 


Both for the sake of the human popu- 
lation and for the safety of the dogs them- 
selves, the leashing ordinance is wise. 
Other cities have similar ordinances suc- 
cessfully enforced It is to be hoped At- 
Janta police will insist on strict observ- 
ance of the ordinance here. 

Health authorities agree that the new 
ordinance will result in considerable re- 
duction of the rabies menace. Surely, if 
one child is saved from this most dreadful 
infection, confinement of every dog in 
Atlanta is not too great a price. 

Furthermore, when dogs run loose a 
certain proportion become genuine threats 
to the safety of the public. The physical 
safety, and the freedom from constant 
fear of attack, of a large portion of our 
people requires removal of free-roving 
dogs from the streets. 

The new ordinance is wise. To be. 
worth while, however, it must be enforced. 
It is hoped that after Jan. 1 the city police 
will be able to see that this ordinance is 
observed, in addition to performing their 
already onerous duties. 

For the good of the community—and 
the dogs—let’s try to work it out. 

Incidentally, if we have injured the 
feelings of any dog lovers, let us apolo- 
gize in advance. Hell hath no fury like 
a dog lover spurned.

ud A long time ago, or so it seems in retrospect, 

BB! I went out to the Scottish Rite Hospital for Crip- 
ee. MP pled Children and visited them. 

It was before a football game which was to be played as a 

‘benefit” for the hospital fund. 


Children always have seemed wonderful to me. And while 
suffering children break your heart, they will, if the suffering is 
not too intense, show a lot more dignity and courage than adults. 


Death isn’t too bad if it has some dignity about it. The. most 
hateful death is one that comes after long weeks and months of 
suffering have stripped one of dignity and self-control. Death that 
comes amidst the daze of narcotics and of a body and will bent 
and tortured by the inexorable engine of pain and time is not a 
dignified death. But even these children can take well, with a 
certain dignity and acceptance, suffering and pain which will tear 
your heart so that it will never heal even though the balm and 
healing of many passing years be applied to it. 


Anyhow, I went to that small hospital where so many twisted 
and tortured bodies have come—where so many hopeless, resigned 
little faces have come with that patient resignation and the look of 
pain in their eyes. 


Hope I knew that great hope had been born there; that lips 

which had never known laughter had learned it; that 
voices which had never known a lilt or a ripple of giggling notes, 
found them; that legs and feet which had never known walking, 
learned it. 

I remember this Autumn day I first went was a sunny one. 
The sun was warm on the roof and the bricks. Along the street 
approaching the hospital children had been running and shouting 
in a day which was almost like Spring. 

Inside there were the children in their beds, some strapped to 
boards, others encased in great casts of plaster. But in all the 
eyes there was something fine and alive which was not in the eyes 
of the new arrivals. It was something that grew there out of their 
own experiences and out of seeing the miracle of someone leave a 
bed and learn to walk; out of seeing them go away wearing shoes; 
out of seeing the look in the faces of their parents. 

Shoes And on this day I saw a chapter. 

before. This was what it was. 
there was a little scene. There was an arrangement of parallel 
bars. Two nurses were kneeling beside it. Between the bars was 
a little girl. On her feet were shoes. They wére not pretty shoes. 
They came high on the legs and they were plain and strongly built. 

But, one could see that to the little girl, standing there looking 
down at them, they were more beautiful than a cluster of pearls 
or fine spun gold; more beautiful even than the stars or the moon 
on a stretch of sea. . 

They encouraged her, and ae so tightly with her hands the 
small knuckles were white, she slowly moved one foot forward and 
then the other. She kept her head down. She moved them again. 

They were the first steps she had ever taken in all her five 
small years. 

As she lifted her radiant face I knew, then, I had seen some 
thing which for the first time measured the meaning of the word 
radiance, 

And I asked a foolish question. 

“How does it feel to walk?” I asked. 

: “It “my good,” she said, with the great honesty and simplicity 
of a child.

On an inclosed veranda 


Legs So, I went away and I wrote a story. I kept thinking of 
the strong legs of the players and of their great strength 
and speed and of the tiny legs I had seen which, when the surgeon’s 
knife was finished, would be able to walk. 
I began the story with the line, “Strong legs will run that weak 
legs may walk.” And then went on to tell the story of the benefit 


' game. 


People have been good about it. I went into a crippled chil- 
dren’s hospital in Belfast, Ireland, some years later and saw that 
line on the big cards advertising their benefit soccer football game. 
It still is used. I am prouder of that line than any I’ve ever writ- 
ten, or will write. 

There will be another such game today at Grant Field. 

If your children run whooping through the house; if they come 
clattering down the stairs; if they make you shake your head over 
the bill for new shoes—thank God for it. 

And then, maybe you. will want to buy tickets to the game this 
afternoon—or send a check to the Scottish Rite Hospital which 
receives patients of the poor regardless of creed.

It You Believe, Say You Believe 


(Editor’s Note: The following column by Harold Martin ap- 
peared in The Constitution a week ago today. It has brought 
much favorable comment and is reprinted, by request, for the 
benefit of those who missed it.) 


The Boys’ Glee Club sang “Zekiel Saw De Wheel.” The words 
said: 


“Zekiel saw de wheel, way up in the middle of the air. Zekiel 
saw de wheel, way in the middle of the air. The big wheel runs 
by faith, and the little wheel runs by the grace of God, Wheel in 
a wheel, way up in the middle of the air.” 


Then the principal of the school handed out the scholarship cer- 
tificates, To Barnes, June and Borders, Juel, and Gary, Willie, and 
20-odd others, he gave awards for making no mark lower than “A” 
throughout their elementary-junior high school career, and to Ad- 
kins, Thomas and Alexander, Nora and Brown, Annie, and more 
than 200 others, who made no mark lower than “B,” he gave cer- 
tificates, 


They were clean, neatly dressed, well-mannered children. They 
were obviously intelligent, as their school marks indicated. 


Yet there is not much opportunity ahead of them. Not much 
chance for them to use their good manners, and their ambition, and 
their intelligence. They should become—and with opportunity they 
might become—doctors and lawyers and teachers. Their race needs 
desperately the services of their own professional men. They should 
become businessmen, serving their own race, which needs more 
leaders in the field of business. 


Victims Yet most of them probably will never have the chance 

to use their full talent, their full intelligence, their full 
ambition. The wheels they cannot see—the wheels that run, not by 
the grace of God, nor by faith, but in the minds of men—will carry 
them along their road. They are the wheels powered by prejudice 
and oiled by hatred. They are the wheels that spin in the minds of 
the Kluxers and the Columbians. 


The man who might have been a great doctor, an honor to his 
race and to all men, may see that talent for healing die in a yard- 
man’s job, a laborer’s job, a chauffeur’s job. The girl who might 
have become a great teacher, a great singer, a nurse whose genius 
could benefit her people immeasurably, may find the only door open 
to her the one that leads to a cook’s job, a maid’s job, a waitress’ 
job. There is honor in such work, as there is in every honest labor. 
But there is no joy and satisfaction in it, when the one who labors 
knows that he might have been, given a chance, so much more. 


Out of this dissatisfaction stems the Negro’s resentment against 
his lot, and the tide of his anger is rising. Some day the black 
man’s anger and the white man’s prejudice will bring on troubles 
far greater than any we have known so far, They will be troubles 
which touch us all, not alone the isolated communities where the 
rare lynch mob walks, or the city neighborhood where the gang 
bullies the Negro family. 


2 299 If the really troubled time ever comes, the 
Responsibility fault will not lie alone with the Kluxers and 
the Columbians who fanned the flames. It will lie with those of us 
who did nothing and said nothing to help put out the fire. There 
are a great many good and solid folk in this town who are the 
friends of the Negro because tI ‘ir spirit is the basic Christian spirit 
of compassion, tolerance and good will. 


It would help a lot if they would say publicly what they pri- 
vately believe, instead of permitting the Negro to find his vocal 
champions among the crackpots and the Communists. 


It would require no startling profession of faith. It would re- 
quire only that it be said that the Negro is a citizen of the United 
States. As such he is entitled to the equal protection of its laws. 
He is entitled to the opportunity to be educated to the limit of his 
capabilities, and once trained he is entitled to the opportuniy to put 
his training to use. He is entitled to security in his property and 
in hig person, He is entitled to receive a wage commensurate with 
his service, and he is entitled to the same gratuities in the form of 
public housing, public health, and welfare grants any other citizen 


receives. 

A t N If the folk who feel that way would back up their 
Cc Ow beliefs to see that they come to pass, the hate groups, 

driving us fast toward bitter racial strife, would see that mass 

opinion was against them. Now they are under the delusion that 

their only opposition comes from the newspapers; from a few leaa- 

ers like Ellis Arnall; from a few church groups. 


If those who believe those things would say them, and practice 
them, the Negro could take heart. He could see some hope for the 
future of his race. And with hope would come a subsiding of his 
anger. Things could be worked out in a spirit of good will. 


And the hate organizations could how! their heads off in a 
vacuum abhorred by the white people, ignored by the Negro.

Attempts To Abolish ‘Labor Contribution’ as a Myth 


NEW YORK—In demolishing 
the myth that “labor’’ made some 
“contribution” to the winning of 
the late war, a fallacy repeated 
the other day by Gen. Kisenhow- 
er, we might as well make a sat- 
uration job and level down some 
other monstrosities that disfigure 
our mental scene. 


“LABOR,” as nobody knows bet- 
ter than those who drew inflation- 
ary pay in war industries, ‘‘con- 
tributed” nothing at all and, on 
the whole, made a record fitter 
for shame than pride. There were 
a few exceptional individuals, it 
is true, wno worked with secret 
zeal when the narks of the CIO 
were drunk in the taverns, but 
even they were overpaid, so in 
the common sense that a “contri- 
bution” is a gift, they ‘“‘contrib- 
uted” nothing. Neither did the 
magnates of industry who, though 
many of them worked enormous- 
ly and, to their ironic anguish, 
made good the late Roosevelt’s 
boast of 50,000 planes a year, after 
all were slaves of their nature and 
the circumstances and no more 
could have restrained themselves 
than a rock rolling down hill. 
Even those who worked them- 
selves to death, as some. did, 
would have worked as hard in 
time of peace under the pressure 
of strong competition and would 
have died of the same wear and 
tear, 


IT IS BUT another expression of | 
the same soft-soapery to speak of | 
the invaluable contributions of a| 


particular group—but rarely, if 
ever, native Anglo-Saxons—to sci- 
ence and art and the aggregate 
greatness of the United States. 
Albert Einstein, for example, 
whatever it is that he has added 
to the sum of human knowledge, 
did what he has done not because 
of any sense of duty to mankind 
but because he couldn’t help it, 
and has received beautiful re- 
wards in the coin that he values 
most—a posturing old fellow, de- 
lighting in a show of homely and 
spectacular modesty.

A literary sign of the times is| 
seen in the title of a new com- 
pilation called “The Bathroom | 
Reader,” the most impudent af- 
front to civilized reticence to date, 
although who would have the op- | 
timism to call it the ultimate in 
filth? To say that writers “con- 
tribute” to literature, even though 
their works Occasionally should 
soar to the level of mediocrity, 
would be to say with appropriate 
apologies that a hen “contributes” 
eggs, or Kine pot roast, to the weal 
of man. Though not an easy busi- 
ness, writing is an ideal occupa 
tion for the indolent and vain at 
all times, and especially these 
days for the rude and impure. The 
pay, even for the submerged and 
unrecognized, exceeds day wages 
for vulgar toil. In addition to 
the magazine traffic, we publish 
10,000 books a year, the industry 
offers 24 book-club jackpots and, 
as the late Tim Hurst, the umpire,

Both houses had equal exposure 
to wind, air and sunshine. The 
windows in both were placed so 
that they were. shaded by the 
roofs in Summer. In Winter, how- 
ever, the windows were in the 
sun for most of the day and in 
the direct rays of the noonday 
sun. 

The test was made for one month 
with the outside temperature aver- 
aging 26. Both houses were un- 
heated.. There was sunshine for 
a little more than one-third of the 
experiment. 

The house with the most win- 
dows got about nine percent more 
heat inside from the sunshine. 

The goal of the experiment is 
to provide architects and engi- 
neers with information that can 
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be used accurately in planning 
glass areas in relation to home

Smyrna Woman Mayor 
Halts Local Buses 


Wielding a potent restraining order, Mrs. Lorena P. Pruitt, Mayor 
of Smyrna, succeeded in halting local bus service over the old Mari- 


etta Highway yesterday which Rip 


Blair, energetic Mayor of Marietta, 


failed to accomplish earlier with more than a score of arrests. 


Several hundred commuters 
were thrown off schedule last 
night as the vehicles of the South- 
eastern Greyhound Bus Company 


were halted on petition of Mrs. 


Pruitt, shortly before the n@ht 
rush hour, by a court order issued 
by Judge J. H. Hawkins, of the 
Cobb County Superior Court. 

The halt in bus service grew out 
of an 11-month-old battle between 
the Greyhound Company and the 
Atlanta Northern Line, Inc., a sub- 
sudiary of the Georgia Power 
Company, which operates the trol- 
ley service paralleling the old Ma- 
rietta Highway. 

According to terms of Mrs. 
Pruitt’s petition, the Atlanta 
Northern Line, in operation for 42 
years, had threatened to discon- 
tinue. service to Smyrna and Ma- 
rietta unless the Greyhound Bus 
Company’s local bus service over 
the old highway were discontin- 
ued. 

THRUST AND PARRY 

Two days earlier, Mayor Blair, 
of Marietta, instructed Chief of Po- 
lice H. P. Griggs to enforce a 1925 
ordnance prohibiting buses to op- 
erate in Marietta within 2,000 feet 
of the Atlanta-Marietta streetcar 
line. The Greyhound Company, 
however, obtained a_ restraining 
order against these arrests Tues- 
day but only after 21 cases against 
10 drivers had been made. 

Hearing on the order stopping 
bus service is set for Dec. 21 in 
the Superior Court at Marietta. 
Allegations made in Mrs. Pruitt’s 
petition say the Greyhound Com- 
pany’s buses violate a town ordi- 
nance against operation of buses 
within 1,000 feet of the Atlanta 
Northern’s trolley lines running 
along Atlanta Avenue. 

HEARING TOMORROW 

Another hearing is scheduled by 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission tomorrow at 10 a. m. at 
the State Capitol when the Geor- 
gia Power Company and J. C. 


| Steinmetz, who recently purchased 


the Atlanta Northern property 
from the Power Company, contest 
Greyhound’s right to operate 
buses over the disputed route.

Enrollment increased from 171 in 
1944-45 to 300 in 1945-46, but the 
per capita cost for students de 
creased to $619.43 last fiscal year 
against ‘$831.
